The Peppermint Essence industry. 


S. A. Lattimore in The Continent 


Peppermint is grown for its' essence- chiefly 


iu westoin New York. Two-thirds of the sup- 
ply comes ftom Wayne county, which produces 
sixty thousand pounds of oil yearly from three 
thousand acies. The harvest begins in August, 
Hud the fiist year's crop is the best. The mint 
IB cut with a sickle, scythe or inowmj-ina- 
chinc, according to tho fancy of the cultivator. 
After cutting, it is allowed to wither iu the sun 
for live or six hours, and is then raised into 
"cocks," where itiemama a short time before 
being distilled. It is not every cultivator that 
is provided with a still, but stills aro found 
distributed about the peppermint region at 
convenient distances. 
The apparatus ana 


method 
differ 
from 
those 
employed m 


Europe, 
whore 
tho fire is spphod to 


the still. 
In America the still consists of 


a wooden tub or vat of heavy staves hooped 
with iron. Tho withered mint is packed into 
the vat bv tieading with the feet until the vat 
is full, when a cover, made steam tight with 
rubber packing, is fastened down with screw 
clamps. A steam pipe connects the lower part 
of the vat with a steam boiler, and another 
pipe from the centre of the cover connects thy 
vat with the condensing worm. The latter 
varies in size according to the capacity of tho 
still,bnt becomes progressively smaller toward 
t'/ie oulet Tha worm is so placed as to have a 
constant stream of cold water surrounding it. 
The steam from the boiler being admitted to 
the vat at a pressure of thirty to f ortv pounds, 
the oil of the mint is volstized and mixed with 
the eteam condensed in the worm. The mixed 
oil and water aie collected in the receiver, 
where the difference in their specific gravity 
causes them to saparate. 
No ..attempt is 


mado 
to 
re-distill 
the 
water 
which 


separates, 
and 
henca 
a 
considerable 


loas of oil which is held in solution doubtless 
results from this lack of economy. The oil is 
packed iu tin cans, or glass demijohna, holding 
about twenty pounds each. The glasa demi- 
iohus are tnnch the best when the oil ia to he 
kept for any length of time, as its good quali- 
ties are more fully retained and it io less liable 
to diBColoiation. Oil of peppermint ia some- 
limes adulterated with turpentme and also with 
oil of hemlock. Pure oil of peppermint, aa ex- 
ported from Wayne county, is colorless, and 
reaembles the English oil, except that its odor 
and taste are somewhat lees pungent and peu- 
*6tratmg 
The oil deteriorates with age, and 


the aroma becomes nun o faint. 
After a certain 


nuinbi'r of yeara it thickens, and the color bo- 
comes of a yellowish unfje; exposed for a long 
timtt to air,'it becomes resinous

In his speech on liis educational bill 
to spend a great many millions for free in- 
struction in the more illiterate states Senatoi 
lilaif went into statistics with amazing iuai1- 
ciuacy, In Cincinnati, lie s.ud the aveiage 
nttoiidauco in the H'-ho »1« is less than one- 
third the numbfi of children, and Jl.OuO are 
me not emolled ut all. ''There are," continued 
the Bp<ukGi, fairly ruaimg in misinformation, 
'•more Than 40,1*0) children in the great eity oi 
rincninati to-day ivho me gi owing up m ig- 
noiaiRC as dnuae as tluit in the jungles ol 
Africa, while they are subjC"tctl tn the innu- 
enco of thf sliiirpeued cnifuro of ci\ili/eti 
vice."

true, and all the nioro mysterious because it is 
very haul fo liud in Cincinnati a child of 
school ago whose education h;ts boon wholly 
neglected.

1'easleo states the facts in the case cloaily when 
he remarks: '"The actual number of children 
over ten years of age, born aud brought up in 
our northern cities, who never attended school 
at all, and who me mentally and physically 
able to do so, is but a small percentage of the 
youth of school age; certainly not many of this 
elass can be found in Cincinnati.

THE DEAD AT BEST. 


Impressive Funeral Services Attending 


the Burial of tne Late Miss Gussie 


Hill—The Floral Offerings. 


DIED—In this city on Saturday morning, 


March SI, 1883, of general exhaustion. Miss 
AOBSTA E. HiLL.younsest daughter of Mr. irad 
Mrs. Hugh W. Hill, born In Cape Glradcau 
county, Mo., October 7,1857. 


The obsequies attending the burial of 


the deceased, who was known and loved 
by most of our readers, took place from 
the family residence, west of Pine street, 
this afteraooa at 3 o'clock, in the presence 
of a large assemblage of sympathizing 
friends, who gathered there to pay their 
last respects to the young lady who was 
the joy and comfort of her grief-stricken 
parents. There were also other evidences 
of deep sympathy and kindness shown in 
the darkened home—ofi'erings of numer- 
ous floral designs—which spoke of love, 
esteem and friendship. The tokens were 
very elegant in design and presented a 
beautiful picture as arranged about the 
casket by loving hands. They embraced 
an elegantly formed floral design, "Gates 
Ajar;" also a Horal pillow with the word 
'Best" imbedded in it; above the pillow 
was a crescent with "Gnssie" upon it; 
above the crescent was a star; with the 
foregoing was a bomiuet of fresh flowers, 
tipped with a horse-shoe figure, with the 
letters "H, to G." in the flowers—all the 
offerings ol Mr. Henry W. Elwood. The 
other noticeable offerings were a very 
beautiful floral chair, with the letters "D. 
H. S. A.'' twined down the back in im- 
mortelles, from the members of the Deca- 
tur High School Alumni Association, of 
which the deceased was a member, being 
a member of the class of 187S; a hand- 
some floral crown resting on a pedestal, 
from Mis. James Millikin; a lovely floral 
crescent and star, from Mr. C.P.Honsum; 
a basket of flowers, from Miss Hophia 
Hulleck; a bouquet of calla-lilies, similax, 
fern, rose and geranium loaves, from Miss 
Blaggie Lceper; a basket of flowers, from 
Mrs. K. A. Piper; rand three jardiuers 
of white deutziii, from Mr. Bommersbach, 
the florist. 


The funeral services wore commenced 


by the singing of the beautiful hymn, 
'Jesus, Lover of My Sonl,' by the select- 
ed choir composed of Pro!'. Lntz, Bobett 
McClelland, Edward Moiehouse, Arthur 
Alexander, Mr. Weld, Mrs. O. Z. Greene, 
Miss Mattie Givler, Miss Jeanuette Bow- 
ers and Miss Allie Lewis, and was follow- 
ed by the reading of scriptural lessons by 
the officiating minister of the 103d Psalm 
and the verses found between the 12th and 
26th verses of First Corhithians. The 
choir sang the all'ectiu;; selection, "Asleep 
in Death." 


The memorial aud obituary remarks 


spoken by Rev. W. H. Prestley, pastor of 
the Presbyterian church, were very touch- 
ing. The clergyman delivered the address 
from the 8th veise of the 5th chapter of 
Amos. The following ie a synopsis' 


" Seek Him that timieth the shadow nf (loath 


inlii the monniiL'." 


Death in all agea is regarded ns the ene- 


my of mac. The inspired writers take 
this same view. Paul sajs, "The last 
enemy that shall be destroyed is death." 
We rlreatl his approach; resist every step 
he makes towards us; only resign our- 
selves when we can do no more. As 
death iu the scriptures is presented as the 
wages of sin,it is onlyright that in the great 
scheme of man's redemption from sin we 
should find the antidote of death. This 
IB the resurrection from the dead, Veat/i 
can be conquered in no other way. We 
may dread its coining—we may resist its 
approach; but we can only conquer it 
when it has brought us under its power. 
But even in thus being brought under its 
power, the religion of Christ makes pro- 
vision for the believing soul, so that the 
dread of death is taken away. "The sting 
of death is sin." Hence the pardoned 
sinner realizes that there is no sting in 
denth. 


Death is represented as the state of 


darkness, and hence ia dreaded. Here 
too the religion of Christ comes to the 
relief of the Christian and lightens the 
valley. David save, " Though I walk 
through the valley of the shadow of death 
I will fear no evil; for Thou art with me; 
Thy roc] and Thy stall' they comfort me." 
Wherever there is a shadow there must 
be light. It is the presence of Christ that 
lightens the valley nnd changes the dark- 
ness of death into a mere, shadow. This 
shadow becomes lighter anil ligliter until 
as in the words of flip prophet Christ 
"turueth the shadow (if death into the 
morning"—the morning of eternal day. 


As to our deceased MRtrr, during her 


ong weeks of illnpps preceding her death, 
he prominent featuie nt her Christian 
ixperience was the realization of the eon- 
tant presence of Christ. As she herself 
ime aud again expiessed it, "[ feel that 
hrist is just beside me all the lime." 
?his presence of the Saviour enlightened 
icr pathway at every step. It was the 
••oneciousness of this that made her so 
esignecl, so patient, so grateful for every 
niuiBtration, and BO calm and fearless 
when hope of recovery could be enter- 
ained no longer. As her pastor I can 
say that she expressed herself as enjoy- 
ng more spiritual happiness just before 
intl during her sickness than when in the 
enjoyment of health. She was always of 


happy disposition aud possessed the 


'acuity of looking on "the bright side," 
md this wiiH very markedly prominent 
during her last hours. She united with 
;he Presbyterian church of this city some 
'our years ago and maintained therein a 
consistent membership until the day of 
her death. By her kindness of disposi- 
tion she had endeared herself to a large 
number of friends, who mourn to-day her 
early decease. But we realize that our 
loss is her gain; in that for her the shad- 
ows have all fled away aud she is rejoic- 
ing in the cleur light of eternal day. 


Practically: 1. "Seek Him who turn- 


eth the shadow of death into the morn- 
ing" for comfort and consolation. "Sock 
Him." 


2. That he may do this for us as He 


did it for our deceased sister. 


A prayer, full of consolation, love and 


hope, followed the address, when the sad 
exercises closed by the choir chanting the 
hymn, "And Lead Her Through the Gol- 
den Gates." 


The remains were then borne to the 


waiting hearse by the pall-bearere, Messrs. 
Frank Curtis, Charles Musser, Bert J. 
Hardy, J. M. Ehrman, James Coop and 
Fdwiu Carter, and followed to Greenwood 
cemetery by a long funeral cortege. The 
interment was accompanied by appro- 
priate burial ceremonies.

unusual interest. The Union Methodist 
services were held at the First M. E. 
Church, Bev. Dimmitt delivering the 
forenoon sermon. At £30 the jubilee 
service was held, when it was stated by 
Rev. Harrison that during the past week 
25 of the converts had united with the 
church on probation, 18 on Sunday after- 
noon. The evening meetings were at- 
tended by immense congregations, the 
one in the audience room utilizing every 
inch of space. Rev. Harrison delivered a 
feeling exhortation, taking his text from 
Proverbs. 
During the altar exercises 


over 40 seekers came forward and there 
were about 15 conversions. The interest 
in the revival continues to increase with 
the usual large attendance nightly. Meet- 
ings every night this week. 


There was one addition to the United 


Brethren church on Sunday. The con- 
gregations at the services were large, and 
Bev. Trueblood preached two logical dis- 
courses.

cousins. 
"Second cousins" arc persons 


whose nearest 
common ancestor is 


great-grandparent to each—in other 
words, if two persons are first-cousins, 
the children ot the one are second cous- 
ins to the children of the other. 


The children of "second cousins" are, 


of course, "third cousins." Likewise, 
the children of two "third cousins" are 
"fourth cousins," and so on. 


In fact, using algebraical symbols, we 


may say that a person's mth cousin n 
times removed is one who is lineally de- 
scended from the nearest common an- 
cestor by n more generations than tha 
former, the former hinisell being TO-',-! 
generations below that ancestor. 


Thus, for example, your fifth cousin 


twice removed is eighth in descent from 
your sixth ancestor (counting your pa- 
rent as first ancestor, your grandparent 
as second, and so on). 


Tremendous consequences have re- 


sulted from even distant relationship, 
and it has been in countless instances 
all-important to preserve family records, 
by means of which claims to great 
wealth and high rank have been estab- 
lished. It is all very well to smile at 
the claim to a fifth consinship several 
times removed; but if the heir presump- 
tive knows that no nearer cousins—no 
relatives of any kind, removed or not 
removed—stand between him and the 
chieftainship of his family, who shall 
blame him for having studied the intri- 
cacies of relationship? It has aot sel- 
dom happened that a very distant cousin 
has thus succeeded to "the title and es- 
tates." There was an instance of this 
in the great house of Stanley, about a 
century and a half a"-c>. When James, 
the tenth Earl of Derby, died in 1736, it 
was necessary to go back some two hun- 
dred and fifty years in order to establish 
the claim of his heir, Sir Edward Stan- 
ley; and, in fact, this eleventh Earl was 
sixth cousin to tlie tenth. And it is 
somewhat remarkable that, although 
the present Lord Derby is the fifteenth 
Earl, yet he is not descended lineally 
from any of the first ten Earls, except, 
of course, the lirst, the Constable of 
Enaland. who died In 1501. 


The Dukedom of Somerset was con- 


ferred in 1547 upon the Protector, Sir 
Edward Seymoor, with this peculiar 
limitation—that the heirs of his second 
marriage. should succeed, and, failing 
them, Jiis heirs by his jirst wife. 
For 


several generations flic Dukedom re- 
mained in the ^econfl family; audit 
may have seemed to many a righteous 
retribution that, iu 175U. when the sev- 
enth Puke d e,l. (hero was no heir to 
Bueofied. p\rupt among tho descendants 
of the Protector's first, wife 
The head 


of that branch, therefore. Sir Kdward 
Seymour, sixth Haronet (for tlie lirst 
Duke's grandson had been made aBar- 
onet), became eighth Duke of Somerset, 
being tiftli cousin "ive removed to the 
seventh Duke. 


Sir Edward Courtcnay- was created 


Earl of Devon in US.''; and his great- 
grandson Edward, after sundry attain- 
ders, was created Earl of Devon in 
155,') by yiU'«n Mary, with remainder 
to "heirs male general." 
Now this 


Earl died in 1566, aged thirty-nine, and 
unmarried: and as there were no Cour- 
tenays left who were at all nearly re- 
lated to MM, the Earldom wits supposed 
to be extinct, and was not claimed. 
More than two centuries and a half 
afterward, however, in 1881, K was 
proved to the satisfaction of Utd House 
of Lord* tint William tMrri Viscount 
CMBtoBHT. WAI entitled to tbe Earldom 
of Devon, as heir general of the Karl 
created by Queen Mary, to whom his 
relationship was that of sixth cousin 
nine times removed! The nearest com- 
mon ancestor. Hugh de Courtenay, sec- 
ond Earl of Devon, of a former cre- 
ation, had died in 1377, nearly two hun- 
dred years before the first Karl of the 
present creation. Thus it, was decided 
that the Earldom, during the 265 years 
of non-claim, had been, not extinct, 
but dormant; nnd seven of the Cour- 
tenay s who livpd anil died in that inter- 
val are reckoned now :is righful heirs of 
Devon. — /.unfl'iit Hwiclij.
